Guthrie, Ok., April 16.—In empow­ 
ering the Oklahoma Corporation Com­ 
mission to prescribe its 
rules 
and 
procedure, Senator 
Johnson's 
bill, 
adopted by the senate today, carries a 
provision extending the commission’s 
authority beyond that granted in the 
constitution, and which it is said, pro­ 
poses power heretofore unknown in 
the regulation of corporations by the 
states. 


The legislature does not setk to dis­ 
turb the constitutional authority in­ 
volving legislative, judicial and exe 
cutive powers now possessed by the 
committee. 
A refusal to conform to 
its orders or obey its processes is 
classed as contempt and is punishable 
as is contempt of court at law, ex­ 
cepting that in no event shall a jur 
be required in matters of such con­ 
tempt. 


In addition to the crim inal penal­ 
ties prescribed by law and the con­ 
tem pt punishm ent it m ay impose, the 
com m ittee is to be vested with full 
authority to take charge of any of­ 
fices, station and property in such 
offices of any line of any tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion or transm ission com pany for the 
purpose of ascertaining inform ation 
or for the purpose of directing a leg­ 
al inquiry. It m ay also operate the 
line of such com pany in its own be­ 
half for the use of the ow ners w hen­ 
ever the control, m anagem ent or op^r 
ation of the com pany becomes subver­ 
sive of law and its conduct is in act 
ual c o la tio n of the corporation com 
m issioin s rules or requirem ents 
All this, however, is reviewable up­ 
on appeal to the suprem e court of the 
state. Companies so dealt with are 
perm itted to file a supersedeas bond, 
during the life of which the offending 
corporation m ay retain possession of 
th e property, otherw ise custody is re­ 
gained 
by the corporation com m is­ 
sion. 


S enator Johnson, author of the bill 
was a m em ber of the constitutional 
convention. 


The governor today approved Speak­ 
er M u rra y ’s bill, providing a method 
for filing initiative 
and 
referendum 
petitions and vitalizing that section of 
the constitution. The speaker act^d as 
the H ouse m e sse n g e r conveying the 
hill to the Senate for signature, and 
then, in com pany with S enator Johnn- 
son, carried it to the governor’s of­ 
fice. 


The law, which has the approval of 
the National Initiative and referen­ 
dum league, requires the signatures of 
5 per cent of the voters of the state 
to refer measures to the people and 
8 per cent to initiate laws. When the 
principle is applied only to counties 
or districts the percentage of signa­ 
tures required is double that of the 
state at large, and when applied only 
to cities 25 per cent of the voters is 
necessary. 
The law permits the sub­ 
mission of competitive measures, in 
which respect it is unlike any other 
Initiative and referendum 
law. 
Ten 
thousand copies of the law, together 
with the principle as shown in the 
constitution, will be prime J for dis 
tribution outside of Oklahoma. 
The senate passed finally the bill 
by Senator Franklin prohibiting em­ 
ployers of labor from demanding as 
a condition to employment that the 
employe do not become a member of a 
labor union, and under certain condi­ 
tions preventing the importation of 
armed guards. 
Final passage was also obtained on 
Senator Stafford's bill requiring rail- 
road companies to pay for losses of 
coal in transit and providing that cars 
of coal shall be weighed before being 
delivered to a consignee.

RAILROAD ROUTES OF THE WORLD 


There are two factors which modify 


the practice in Alaska as compared 
with 
farming

where; and these are,First, theclimate. 
and. Second, the soil. 
The Alaska 


climate has a reputation for rigor and 
Inclemency on which it is not neces- 
sary to comment here. This fact is 
accepted as a matter of course. The 
fact that the soil differs in many re- 
spects from soil in more temperate 
latitudes is perhaps not so well under- 
stood. Such is, nevertheless, the case, 
and before one can work it success- 
fully he must learn, either from his 
own experience or the experience of 
others, in what respect it differs from 
soil in lower latitudes. 


The leading features of the climate 


of the coast region of Alaska are cool 
summers, mild winters and a heavy 
rainfall. It seems incredible that the 
average annual temperature at Sitka, 
Alaska, is almost the same as that of 
Washington, D. C. While this is true, 
there is, nevertheless, a vast difference 
In the climate of tho two 
places. 


Washington, D. C., has uncomfortably 
warm summers, and at times the win- 
ters may likewise be uncomfortably 
cold, the temperature falling several 
degrees below zero. 
At Sitka the 


highest temperature on rec9rd is 87 de- 
grees, Fahr., and this only for a single 
day. 
Often the maximum summer 


temperature does not reach SO degrees, 
and it Is more frequently between GO 
and 70 degrees. The winters, on the 
other hand, are very mild for the lati- 
tude.

If there is any limit short of 30,000 


;ons for the warships of the future it 
s not now within sight. 
And cer- 


ainly there seems to be no limit in 
he matter of cost. A few years ago 
:3,000,000 was considered an extrava- 
gant amount of money to put into one 
attleship. Since then armored cruis- 
rs of the Colorado and West Vir- 


ginia class have been developed and 
the 20,000-ton battleship will cost at 
least $10,000,000. The four new bat- 
tleships asked of congress at this 
session are estimated to cost $9 500 - 
0*0, exclusive of guns, armor 
and

A small percentage or" the 
ininn 


grattou to thU country passes through 
the port of Philadelphia, but that city 
has never had a government immlgra 
tiou station, the steamboat companies 
carrying the immigrants providing th 
necessary quarters for their inspec 
tiou. 
But all this is soon 
to 
be 


changed. 
The city oC brotherly love 


3s to have a new immigration station 
and the curious part of it all is thai 
it will not cost the United States a 


/ dollar. 


It Is almost like a paradox to say 


this, but it is a fact, not widely known, 
that the million and more immigrants 
who come into this 
country every 


year really pay the freight. There is 
a head tax of four dollars on each 
ajien coming Into this counti y, col- 
lected each time he enters. 
In 
the 


course of a year the money collected 
for this tax amounts to an enormous 
sum in the aggregate. 
It is so largn 


that out of it the entire expenses of 
the immigration bureau, and that in- 
cludes the expenses of inspection at 
every port in the United States, are 
paid, without a dollar being drawn 
from the national treasury. 
In spite 


of the necessarily large draught on 
this sum, there is at present an unex- 
pended balance to the credit of the 
bureau of more than $2,000.000. 


This money is, by statute, the cap- 


ital of the immigration bureau. 
It 


cannot be diverted from the immigra- 
tion fund excepting by an act of con- 
gress, but extraordinary expenses can- 
not be taken without congressional au- 
thority. 
Thus, the strange spectacle 


of the rightful owners oC a $2,000,000 
fund asking the permission of con- 
gress to spend its own money, is pre- 
sented. 


For some years there have been ob- 


jections to the present immigrant sta- 
tion at Philadelphia. 
Although 
re- 


ports have gained currency that the 
place was dirty and- unsanitary. Com- 
missioner John 3. S. Rodgers denied 
tbe truth of these assertions, putting 
the objections on altogether different 
grounds. 


Strictly speaking, there is no • !m- 


Tnlgration 
station 
at 
Philadelphia. 


There is a landing station at Wash- 
ington avenue wharf owned by the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine com- 
pany and placed at the disposal of the 
commissioner and the inspectors 
to 


facilitate the work of handling the 
aliens who are brought to 
Philadel- 


phia by the coiporatiorfs ships. 
The 


company will not permit vessels of 
another 
steamship 
line to unload 


their passengers at its 
pier, conse- 


quently, with the present method in 
vogue, were other 
linos coming to 


that port, and bringing in their steer- 
•age immigrants, each line would have 
4o furnish similar accommodations. 


With such a state of things it is 


hardly correct to say that there is an 
immigration station at Philadelphia. 
The Immigration bureau pays no rent 
for the station, and has its general 
offices at Third aud Walnut streets, 
.about a mile from the so-called sta- 
tion. 
At Ellis Island, New 
York, 


things are managed in a different man- 
ner and the whole work is concen- 
trated. 
It is hoped to have a similar 


but not so large station at Philadel- 
phia within a short time. As the mat- 
ter now stands, the immigration offl- 
•cers nre at the station on!y on suffer- 
ance, and could be ejected at 
any 


time ff the company so willed. 
Of 


•conrs^, nothing of the kind is ia con- 
templation and the case is entirely a 
liypothetical one; yet its 
presenta- 


tion is not without its educative fea- 
ttures. 


The quarters at the foot of Washing- 


ton avenue, so far as they go, are 
considered 1>y Commissioner Rodgera 
as being good, and the inspectors arc 
jiot hampered in any way in the exa-- 
•cution of their duties. 
So far as the j 


isteamShrp companies interested are 
•concerned, the 
station is 
well 
ar- , 


ranged for the 'landing of large num- 
bers of immigrants in a speedy and 
effective manner. 
The landing sta- 


tion Is connected by a bridge with 
-the steamship pier, and within flve 
minutes after a vessel is decked the 
Itead of the line of steerage passengers 
1s in the second story of the immi- 
gration receivlag station and the work 
of examining the newly arrived aliens 
3s In progress. 


After leaving the ship the 
Iraml- 


>gr&**te are directed across a bridge 
wbitib connects pier 53 with the land- 
ing station. There they first undergo 
-medical inspection, and subsequently 
feave to pass through the cross-exam- 
ining stage. 
Their baggage is on the 


first floor In tbe hands of customs In- 
spectors, and as the future American 
cWzens paas through the inspectors* 
-bands they descend to the flrat floor. 


and there gather their baggage and 
await their return, or, rather, the car 
which is to be attached to the train 
going In the direction of the coun- 
ti y for which they have tickets. 


Those immigrants who have not 


satisfied the inspectors that they are 
legally fitted to land are turned over 
to the steamship companies, who, by 
law, are compelled to return the aliens 
regarded as undesirable by the steam- 
ship which brought them. 
The com- 


panies are liable to a fine of $300 if 
they permit one of these aliens to es- 
cape while awaiting deportation. The 
steamship companies aud 
the rail- 


road company have fitted up an old 
hotel, once known to fame as the 
Saowden 
house, 
at 
950 Swansou 


street, as a house of detention. This, 
like the landing * station, Is private 
property, which is not generally re- 
garded as being calculated for 
the 


best interests oi1 the immigration of- 
fice. 
For if an Immigrant or stow- 


away from another line is to be de- 
ported this detention house cannot be 
used by the line. 
The other lines do 


not do a sufficiently large immigration 
business to warrant the establishment 
of similar quarters. 


Plans for such a station as 
wasi 
then thought desirable were drawn 
some years ago, but it is understood 
that these plans will not be used, but, 
in a general way, what has been done 
at Ellis Island will be duplicated on a 
smaller scale for Philadelphia. 


"What we want," said Immigration 


Commissioner Rodgers, "is a proper- 
building In which will be the landing 
office, the detention quarters, offices 
and a customs department. 
The&e 


.hould ali be under cue roof, under 
federal control and ownership. Sec- 


tary Straus, head of the department 


of commerce and labor, and Frank P. 
Sargent, commissioner general of im- 
migration 
and 
naturalization, will 


probably make a visit to the city with- 
in a short time for the purpose of se- 
ecting a site for the proposed station. 
A. water front location Is desired, and 
yet no site has been selected" 


It is understood that before the site 


is selected the steamship companies 
will be given a hearing. 
The repre- 


sentative of one of the 
companies 


which is not now carrying 
steerage 


passengers is said to have remarked 
that when there is a federal landing 
station for the reception 
of 
immi- 


grants his company will land at Phila- 
delphia about 1,000 promising foreign 
citizens a month. 
At present 
this 


business would not warrant such an 
expenditure as is being made by the 
International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany and the railroad company. 


From this statement it would ap- 


pear that under the present mode of 
conducting the 
reception of immi- 


grants at that port the International 
Mercantile Marine Company has a mo- 
nopoly, since it will not permit other 
steamships to unload their passengers 
at its pier. 
On the other hand, the 


corporation, which is said to have a 
monopoly of the steerage business to 
Philadelphia, is credited with the state, 
ment that there is no money Jn the 
business, and that consequently ft will 
make no improvements 
to its im- 


migrant receiving station. 
With this 


ultimatum ringing in their ears, it be- 
hooves the federal authorities to erect 
a suitable 
station. 
Representative 


Moore has stated the case to con- 
gress, and the bill having1 passed, th-3 
nations' lawmakers are going to per- 
mit the immigration bureau to 
spend 


its own money to put up a suitable 
structure.

There are two factors which modify 


the practice in Alaska as compared 
with 
farming 
and 
gardening else- 


where; and these are, First, theclimate, 
and. Second, the soil. 
The Alaska 


climate has a reputation for rigor and 
inclemency on which it is not neces- 
sary to comment here. This fact is 
accepted as a matter of course. The 
fact that the soil differs in many re 
spects from soil in more temperate 
latitudes is perhaps not so well under- 
stood. Such is, nevertheless, the case, 
and before one can work it success- 
fully he must learn, either from his 
own experience or the experience of 
others, in what respect it differs from 
soil in lower latitudes. 


The leading features of the climate 


of the coast region of Alaska are cool 
summers, mild winters and a heavy 
rainfall. It seems incredible that the 
average annual temperature at SItka, 
Alaska, ia almost the same as that of 
Washington, D. C. While this is true, 
there is, nevertheless, a vast difference 
In the climate of the two 
places. 


Washington, D. C., has uncomfortably 
warm summers, and at times the win- 
ters may likewise be uncomfortably 
cold, the temperature falling several 
degrees below zero. 
At Sitka the 


highest temperature en record is 87 de- 
grees, Fahr., and this only for a single 
day. 
Often the maximum summer 


temperature does not reach SO degrees, 
aad It Is more frequently between GO 
and 70 degrees. The winters, on the 
other hand, are very mild for the lati- 
tude. 
The lowest 
temperature 
0]i 


record is four degrees beTow zero. It 
la seldom indeed that the temperature 
falls to zero. 
During the winter of 


1904-5 the lowest 
temperature 
re- 


corded with the weather bureau in- 
struments was 22 degrees above zero. 


Now, 
what is true of Sitka in this 


respect is true of 
all southeastern 


Alaska. 
This remarkable uniformity 


in temperature throughout the year is 
of course due to the influence of the 
Pacific ocean, which, being very near- 
ly of the same temperature the year 
around, tempera the «o4d of winter as 
well as the heat of summer. 


The soils of Alaska differ from those 


of more southern latitudes in several 
particulars. Glacial action is apparent 
everywhere. The surface Js generally 
quite irregular, particularly in the 
coast region. In portions of the inte- 
rior there are extensive stretches of 
comparatively level land, 
but 
even 


here glacial action is very noticeable. 


The accumulation of the imperfectly 


decayed remains of herbaceous vege- 
tation for untold cetfturies has pro- 
duced a peculiarly mucky and peaty 
soil, which ia perhaps not found else- 
where. This soil retains moisture with 
great tenacity, and before it can be 
successfully 
cultivated it must be 


thoroughly drained. Owing to lack of 
warmth tbe processes of decay are 
slow and Imperfect, and 
vegetable 


acids have developed, making the soil 
very sour, as is shown by its Instantly 
turning litmus paper red. To correct 
.his acidity lime must be applied; how 
much will vary with circumstances. 
At the Sitka experiment station we 
have applied more than a ton to the 
acre on soil of this character, and 
this Is apparently insufficient. 


Vegetation turns into soil 
slowly 


and imperfectly in all regions of Alas- 
ka and differentiates the surface mold 
from the soil in the states. Muck and 
peat formations are found in all sec- 
tions of the territory, but particularly 
in. the coast region, and here, as noted, 
chiefly in southeastern Alaska. 
This 


soil ia very generally unproductive un- 
til It is thoroughly drained and limed. 
Cultivation and exposure to the air 
will in time correct the acidity to some 
degree, so that fairly good crops can 
be grown, but it is slow work. It ia a 
matter of common observation that 
seed sown on newly cleared soil of this 
character fails to do more than sprout. 
Tho writer has frequently been told 
jy prospectors and settlers of their 
unsuccessful ventures at 
gardening. 


They will cut the moss and shrubbery 
Iroin a likely patch of ground near 
;heir camp, sow the seed they have 
brought with them, and patiently wait 
'or their radishes, turnips or mess of 
greens, only to find that, while the 


sprout, the young plants soon 


turn yellow and die, or at best make 
but slow and unsatisfactory growth. 
This is due to the sourness of the soil; 
but, as the soil is moist aad looks rich, 
the disappointed cultivators are quite 
generally Inclined to lay the blame on 
the seed or on the climate or the coun- 
try, and they express as their opinion. 
based on experience, that1 farming and! 
gardening can not be made a success 
in Alaska. 


The following 
vegetables can 
be 


grown ia Alaska. 
For convenience 


they may be divided Into three groups, 
according to 
their 
hardiness 
and 


adaptability to climates and environ- 
ment. 


Group 1.—Radish, mustard, turnips, 


kale, lettuce, orach. 
These can be 


grown throughout the whole coast^fe- 
gion and In the interior northward of 
the Arctic circle, nearly to the Arctic 
ocean, In favorable seasons aud In 
picked localities. 


Group 2.—Carrots, parsnips, parsley, 


peas, cress, cabbage, cauliflower, broc- 
coli, Brussels sprouts, kohl-rabl. on- 
ions, spinach, endive, leek, beets, po- 
tatoes, rhubarb, and among the herbs, 
caraway, catnip, marigold, mint, sage, 
thyme. 
These can be grown every- 


where in the coast region in Alaska, 
and in the interior nearly to the Arc- 
tic circle if the gardens are selected 
with due reference to shelter and ex- 
posure to the sun. 


Group 3.—Asparagus, beans, celery, 


cucumber, squash, salsify. These can 
be grown in favorable seasons it 
planted in warm spots and given the 
proper care and protection. 


Vegetables which can not be grown 


in Alaska out of doors under ordinary 
garden culture, though they are com- 
mon in the states, are: 
Sweet corn, 


melons, tomatoes, peppers, eggplant, 
okra, pumpkins. People often call for 
seeds of these, but ordinarily It ia 
wapted efforj t<j try to grow 
them. 


However, with fostering and in warm 
seasons some of these may even yield 
a partial success.

'•National Ash-Heap." 


The fire record of 1907 shows that 


little progress has been made toward 
solving the problem of the "national 
ash-heap." 
On the contrary, condi- 


tions appear to have become more 
acute. There TV as no groat conflagra- 
tion last year, yet with the exception 
of 1904 and 1906, when Baltimore and 
San Francisco made their sensational 
contributions ^ f<i the 
record of 
de- 


struction, the losses aggregated larger 
than for any other year in the last 
quarter of a century. For *Vls country 
anri Canada they were over $215,670,- 
000. 
This is doubtless a surprise to 


the public and an unpleasant exper- 
ience for the insurance underwriters. 
The fires In the big cities make tbe 
most impression, but the fires in small 
cities and towns, by their number, 
swell the totals. Insurance Engineer- 
ing for this month publishes a tbrea 
yoars* record that runs into the hun- 
dreds, such fires involving each a loss 
o£ $100,000 and over. 
They are not 


peculiar to any particular section, but 
extend from Maine to Oregon, and 
from Massachusetts to Florida. 


Cost of Living in Germany. 


Prom all parts of Germany sharp 


advances in the prices of the necessi- 
ties of life, especially in foodstuffs and 
in fodder for livestock, are reported. 
The latter have been noticeable during 
the last few weeks and are due, In a 
measure at least, to the unsatisfactory 
crops of the past year. The result is 
a strong upward movement 
In th« 


price of all foodstuffs. 
Meat 
Is 
the 


only exception. It shows a slight ten- 
dency to lower prices, but is still 
above the figures of two years ago, and 
the slightly lower prices of to-day ar«» 
perhaps due to the constant agitations 
for cheaper meat which have contin- 
ued 
uninterruptedly for two years 


past. In a/ime instances municipali- 
ties have 'gone into the 
butchering 


business and have sold directly to tho 
people, while ia many 
places meat 


prices have beep fixed by municipaf 
enactment. Prices of milk, butter and 
other dairy products have advanced Ia 
sympathy with the price of fodder.
